II, — Cartier, commigsioned b; the King, set out i^^^H 
tliree ships and 110 men. on liia second voyage, in May, 
1S8B, when he was destined to difloover Canada. His 
little fleet cast jinchor in a Bmull bay en tbe Labrador 
coast, on the 10th of August, and this day being dedi- 
cated to St. Lawrence, the TOyagera styled their plaoa 
of harbom-aga " la Baye St. Laurent." This name waa 
afterwards transferred to the great river of Canada, and 
I to the oceanic gulf into wblch it empties. Oartier 
I next discovered the island of Anticosti, ivltieh he named 
K " Assomplion," and, sailing to tbe ■west, he entered the 
Krivor St Lawrence, which was greeted as the long- 
Kaonght path to Ohina and the East Indies. The wish 
o realize this single object dictated all the early voy- 
ea to Ainerien, and therefore, hopefnl of siiocesa, Oar- 
■r pressed on tUl he reached the mouth of the Sague- 
y. Here he found several bands of Indiaua engaged 
Rn catching porpoises and otiier sea-fish, and was infonn-

But the whole expedition perished 
at sea, and every hope of an establishment in America 
was abandoned for nearly fifty years. 

Tin. — Henry IV. Jiaving at length consolidated 
France, which had been rent asunder by civil and reli- 
gions wars, gave to the Marquis de la Boche antbority, 
as Lieutenant-General, to fonn a settlement in his traus- 
ntlantie [losBes^ons. This nobleman accordingly gath- 
ci-ed together anumerouH body of settlers, partly drawn 
from French prisons, and embarked in 1688. Little is 
known of his proceedings save that before returning ho 
landed fifty convicts to colonize Sable Island, a etorile 
aand-banfc off the Nova Scotian coast.

III. — The colony at Qaebec was flouriHhing exceed, 
iugly; the cultivation of the Eoil had been BQCceasful ; 
the labours of the settlers bad been unmolested ; pcaceJ 
and prosperity satisfied tlie wishes of all. Ohamplaiti 
now formed plans with his Algonqnin friends for more 
esteneive schemes in the way of discovery and coloni- 
zation, and therefore returned to France to fncnish 
himself with the neoesaaty resources. l>e Moots had 
resigned bis appointment, and was ancceoded by Count 
de Soissons, aa Ticoroy of the country. The latter en- 
tered into the plana of Oliantplaiu, whom be conatitnt- 
ed bia Lieutenant, with Uie right t.o exercise all those 
functions which pertained to himself. But. very soon 
after, the Count died, and the Prince of Oond6 was 
created Viceroy (1612). Ilein like manner became the 
wana supporter of the enterprising Obaniploiu, and

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made, but in vain, to degrade Oliamplaiti from bis high 
pcMitiou. At length everTthing was qaietcd, and 
Champlain with Ma ^milj sailed in 1620, for the laud 
of hie adoption. He learned on arrivEng, that an Indian 
conspirac7 against the rronoh setUera had been aup- 
preseed hy one of the nuBsionories. The total number 
uf the octloniBts, notwitLstanding all hie eiertioDS, 
amoonted to no more than aixtj. He found that the 
varions settlements Lad been neglected, and proceeded 
to strengthen that at the Three Bivera, hj erecting a 
fort. He was disheartened also by tLe information, 
that certain adTentuiers from Bochelle, in violation of 
the company's privileges, tiad bartered for furs with 
the Indianf^ hecdlcaalf ^viug them fire-arms in ez- 
cluLDge. The BecoUets were now bn^ed in erecting 
their first convent on the bonks of the St. Charles near 
oebec. The Srst child of French parents was horn 
LQaebec, in 1021. The same year, most one^tected 
^gence reached Champlain. Montmorency bod dc- 
HTed the merchanta' association of their privileges, 
i had transferred all colonial trade to the Bieurs de 
1, uncle and nephew, of whom the latter was com- 
,o assume its pereonol superintendence. Champlain 
8 thus luperseded and Hubjected to the control of ju 
other. In Julj, De Caen arrived at Tadoiiesoo, andif 
ed in the most horeh and arbitrary uiannc: 
vessels belonging to the mcrohants, and diarega 
Ohamplain's reroonstranoea. His vioient measnre^ 
dated the colony to forty-eight, the reat returu 
France, whither De Caen soon followed. Chamjj 
now managed to effect a temporary treaty of peacaS 
tween the continually-warring Indians.

VIII.— Richelieu's famous acheme was interrupted ' ■ 
by the breokiiig out of a, war between Franoe aiid 
Eogland. Sir David Kertlf, (Anglicfi Kirk,) a French 
CalviDist refugee in the British service, waa commis- 
sioued in 1628, by Charles I., to conqner Canada, tlo 
intercepted souio of tbo corapany's ships, burned the 
village at Tadonssac, and then summoned Quebec to 
enrrender, Oliamplain refused, and Kirk retreated for 
the Idma being. In 1629 his brothers Lonla and Thomas 
Kirk, with a equadron of three ships, sent by him, ap- 
peared before Quebec, ia which place both provisions 
and ammunition were weH-nigh esbauflted. On their 
proffer of honourable conditions, Ohamplain felt liimaeJf 
justified in surrendering Quebec and bU Canada Into tho 
hands of the English. The settlers (at this time not much 
outnumbering onehundred souls) who wished to remain 
were aUowod so to do ; those who preferred to go were 
permitted to retain arms, clothes, and baggage, and were 
provided with a passage to France. Ohamplain hasten- 
ed home, and so influenced the cabinet of Lotiis SIII. 
that the reatoratios of Oanadn was stipulated for in tlje 
articles of peace whiah were being negotiated between 
the two powers. The peace of St. Germain-ei 
was signed on 29th March, 1632, whereby New Fran 
was handed back to the mother country. 

IX. — It will not be deemed extraordinary Uiat b 
England and France regarded with indifference the loss 
or acquisition of Canada at this time, since the only 
settlements were comprised in a fort, barracks, and 
sonio houses at Qnebec, with a few fishing- andtredli^v

But great vigour was mamfeatcd in religious 
foncerna, Fnder the auspices of tlie Duclioaa d'Ai- 
guillon, a parly of Crsuline Nuns foundeil the 1161*1- 
BiBU, at Quebec^ in 1S39. Madame do la Feltria 
brought out at Ler own charge, another body of Kuns, 
who established the Ui-snline Convent. The Abb6 Oli- 
vier, who had originated the order of St. Sulpice, pro- 
jaoted a plan for founding a Seminary in Canada. T 
importance of Montreal marked it oat as a suitable 
cality, and in 1640, the entire island was ceded by tlic 
King to a company of abont fifty, persons of eminence. 
In 1664, this company handed over the island and aeig- 
neury of Montreal to the order of St. Sulpice. In IM!,' 
Montreal (called at first Villo-Marie) was fonnded bj 
M. do MaUonnenve, who, in command of a party froni 
France, oreeted the first fort, whilst the superior of th? 
Jesuits consecrated the site. In the following year, 
two ladies of fortune founded the HOtel-Dieu at 
Montreal. 

II. — The Iro<iuois after Champlaiu's death renewed 
their attacks upon the Algonqnins and the Harons. 
They had conquered the former nation, had nearly 
dued the Hurons, and were now menacing the Frendi 
The Governor therefore erected and garrisoned a 
nt Oie mouth of the Rieholieu, by which river the; 
usaally descended, in order to check thetf advfllioe 
whereupon the Iroqnois, awed by this measure, conolnd 
ed peace with him and his Indian ollies. This, 
ever, lasted but for a short time,

III. — The Jesuit MisMonaries had been conti 
preaching among the Indians, and finding ibe Ilurons 
most tractable, had baptized several tbouEands of them. 
These converts were then induced to unite in TiUagee. 
St. Joseph on Lake Huron, waa the village where a 
Indian congregation first met for Christian worship. 
In 1648, the Iroquois seemed resolved to osterminate 
tlie Hurons, and saddenly fell upon their unsuspecting 
villages. St. Joseph was singled out for attack, a 
tvhilst the priest Daniel was performing serrice, a b> 
of Iroquois burst upon the unarmed inhabitants, n 
BHcred every one of them to the extent of 400 families 
and lost of all put the good father to a martyr's death. 

At this time the first communication passed be- 
tween the French and British American colonies. An 
envoy from New England brought proposals for a last- 
ing peB<;o and alliance wilh Canada, despite all hostili- 
ties of the mother coanlries, — a proposition which U. 
d'Ailleboust announced himself by a deputy at Boston 
as willing to entertain, provided that the English unit- 
ed with hira against the Iroqooia, This proviso wa» 
not acceptable to the Puritans, and the negotiation 
ended. 

Again did the Troquob descend upon the Huron set- 
tlements: Bt, Ignace and St. Louis were desolated and 
given to the Jlnmes, and the Jesait missionaries killed ;

well-nigh anniLilated lliem. An imhnppj rcmnfuU of 
some hxmdreds sought aid from the miaeioiiariee 
WM by tliem conveyeil to a post noar Qnebeo. Tho 
descendants of these ref^igeea are Etill to be found 
the villnge of Lorette, a few miles from Qnohee, 
this juncture the French were virtually blockaded in 
their fort^ and the Iroqnoia remained maeters of 
eonntry. About this time the traders at Tadotusao 
introdnced intoxicating liquors among the tribee Of Qie 
Saguenay, and drankenness became so fi'eqiient and lo 
iiyarious Uiat the chiefs petitioned the governor to iin- 
prison all nattveB fomid nilty of this offenee.

The govern- 
or having permitted the sale of ardent Hpirits, in gpite 
of the proteBtatioDB of the clergy, disorder arose to a 
deplorable height. Laval hastened to France, and by 
his remonstranoGB ancceeded in obtaining Each powers 
as vrere neoeaaarj to check the fatal commerce. On hia 
return he founded and endowed the Quebec SeminaiT' 
in 1663 (now Laval University). In the same year, a 
remarkable series of violent earthquakes, Tecnrring two 
or three times a day, and contiauing with slight inter- 
mission for holf-a-year, agitated the entire surface of 
Canada ; it is singular to learn that no loss of life or 
pennanent injury was occasioned by these repeated 
shocks. 

TIL — An attempt at peace on the part of the Iro- 
t^ois wax fmstrated by an ambnscade of the Algon- 
qnins, who intercepted and killed the depntation. Tho 
Iroijuois had about this time procured fire-arms from 
the Dntch at Manhattan, (they first received them from 
the Dntch on tho Ohio in 1640,) and thus acquired an 
incontestable superiority over all the other aborigines. 
Tliey now attacked those tribes who had pven refnge 
to the Hurons, nod commenced by driving the OttawH 
into the islands of Late Hnrou. They nest engaged 
& desperate struggle with the Eries, who were final]; 
eitenninated, leaving no memoiTal of their existence 
except in the lake that beara their name.

Iliia time nnmbermg 2000. The AssociBted Coiupanf 
resigned all their riglittt into the bunds of the Kaig, 
who transferred the sanie, with like oondiUons, to the 
West India Oompany, whose powers were yet kepi 
in abeyance for some time. Heretofore all civil fuid 
intlitnry authority Lad been vested in tlie governor. 
Tho esoeutive function was now separated fi'om the 
itgislative. Canada waa transformed into a royal gov- 
it, ^ith a Conncil of state nominated by the 
Crown to co-operatti with the Governor in the adminis- 
tration of affairs. This sovereign Comicil was to con- 
sist of the Governor, the Bishop, tho Intendaut, and five 
(afterwards twelve) leading residents. Comets of law 
ivere established at Quebec, Montreal, and Three Riv- 
era, and tho laws of France, the " Oontflme de Paris," 
became tho legal code. An lutendont was appointed, 
who combined the duties of Minister of Justice, of Fi- 
nance, of Police, and of Public Works. Grants of Innd 
continued to be made, in the fonn of Beigneories, ly 
royal edict. Qoostions of feudal law were subject jH 
the decree of the Governor and the Intendant. ^^M

The GoTcrnor had fised upon Oataraqni, on I 
Ontario, near the present site of Kingston, as an eli; 
ble point for the ereetion of u fort^ his object beiog 
I protect the fnr-tradere, and to check Indian inonTBioi 

ne visited the spot in person, but waa so much injui 
in hetdth by exposure and hardahip, that on his retu 
to Quebec he desired to be relieved from the burden ■ 
ftffico. About 1G70, the small-pox broke out with t 
utmost violence among the Indians, and many trib 
were all but exterminated by its terrible ravages.

At this point they 
turned and commenced a homeward jonTDef. Marqnetto 
remained among the frieudlf Uiajciia, at tlie extremity 
of Lake Michigan, and Joliet nlone reached Quebec, 
where ho found that Talon had departed for France. 
A young Frenelimnn, named La Salle, was fired with 
Joliet'a narrative, and in tlie hope of being al>le to reorh 
China iu this way, he departed to Franco to organize 
on expedition. Being joined hy the Oheraiter de Tonti 
and under the patronage of the Prince of Oonti, lie 
embarked for Qiiebeo with thirty men, in 1678. He 
had received from the King the Seignenry of Cataraqui, 
nnd a^er his arriral, rebuilt Fort Frantenac of solid 
stone. Accompanied by Father Hennepin, who was 
the historian of the voyage, La Salle'e party hastened 
on to the "West, Above the Niagara Falls, La Salle 
constructed a vessel of 60 tons and carrying T gaos, 
which he called the " Griffon; " thie was the first vessel 
built on Ounadian waters. In this ha sailed to Lake 
>[ichigan, where he established a trading post, as he 
had previously done at Niagara and Detroit. The 
Griffon was sent back, laden with ricli fiti's, and 
bomid for Niagara, bnt never being heard of subse- 
quently, it is beUeved she foundered in a etorm. La 
Salle, meanwhile, was pressing on nndaunledly, and 
baring embarked on the Mississippi, he followed the 
windings of that river to ifs outlet in the Gidf of Meiico. 
IJe took possession of 'all the conntry alon^ yjs. \im5*». 
iu the name of his master Loui.a "S.YV.,^ioci-'B''=*«a'- 
wiis stjied Loiafian&, and after au iiS>miiw«Q^™»«** 
Mtrc ,Tcara he regainjd Quebec.

Since New York had passed intn 
the hands of the EDglieh, these Indiana fonnd it mo» 
for their profit to leave the French traders and to 
^ MPry their peltries to an English market. They er« 
bonghtnp the fnrs of all Indians in alliance with the 
French for tho same pnrpose. GrieTotJS complaints 
were madehy the Canadian Colony, hut tho Iroqnois, 
heing uanred of British support, entirely disregarded 
them, Thia astute race eoon hegan to percetTe the 
means of giving inflnenee to their own position, bj re- 
maining as far as possihle nentrai, in the riralry wMflh 
was now becoming manifest between the two hodiwot 
Enropean colonists.

The Govemoi 
thonght it now a prudent stroke of policy, to prevent 
this union, by showmg to llie natives that the Frencb 
were superior in power ond resoorces to their rivals 
the English. There was at this time war between tiis

inetitB. The flratmarched from UontreDl ia 1690, . 
iHsodCorlaeroi-Schenectsdy, the frontier town of Ke" 
Tork, iiillaged, and mnasocred the inhabitnnts, nn<1 
humed fho fort nnil houses. The Mcsond expedition 
mustered at Three Rivers, and fell on the village called 
Semeutela (or Salmon Falls) in New Ilampsliire, which 
it demolished, and in returning fell in with tho 3d 
division, made up in part of Acadian troops, who hnd 
nrnatored nt Quebec.

VII, — The New EnghmJera now resolved on re- 
iais, and heeides sending o\it asmall »iuadron which 
k Port Royal and therewith all Acadia, they planned 
two expeditions against Canada : one Tjf sea from 
Uoston, against Quehoo ; the otiier by land from Ncw 
I'ork, against Montreal. TIio lattei', mtitr Genera! 
M'inthrop, failed through want of neoesaary stores, con- 
jiiinuU to dissatisfaction among his Indian allies, and 
fi'll back without accomplishing anything.

Ihy 400 French and IndianH on a border fort, oaraed 
Haverhill, which they carried, and effected a retreat, 
though not without some loss. In 1700, Col. Vetch 
laid before Queen Anne a scheme for the conqueBt of 
Canada, which was approved of, and a fleet of 20 ahipi 
prepared for eiecuting it ; bnt they, being oalled off to 
Portugal, never crossed the Atlantic The English 
meanwhile had formed a chmn of forts from New York 
to Lakes George and Ohaniplain, on which lakes thej 
then erected forts with aviewof covering their descent 
on Canada. Failing, however, to obtain tie cO'Ofiera- 
tioD of the Iroquois, who fpnnd it most for their inter- 
est to remain neutral, they relinquished the demgu and 
Lnrned their forts. In 1710 another abortive expedi- 
tion was undertaken against Canada. A fleet under Sir 
Ilovendun Walker, with seven regiments of Marlbor- 
ough's troops, was sent from England to co-operate 
with General Kicholson, who mtLrched, at the head of. 
4000 militia, from Albany towards the frontier. The 
fleet, being driven among islands and reefs in the river, 
was almost entirdy destroyed, and Nicholson, he&ril)^ 
of this miscarriage, retraced hi^ steps.

In 1720 and 1721, Charlevoii, o. noted French 
traveller, visited the colony. Qnehcc, in the latter 
year, contained 7000 inhabitants, and Montreal 8000 ; 
tlio population of the entire Colony numbered 26,000, 
of whom 5000 constituted a proTineial militia. The 
land along the 6t. Lawrence for some distance below 
Qnebeo, was Itdd out in Seigneuries, and tolerably 
well cultivated. Above Montreal, which was rapidly 
I'iiing in importance, there was no extenEive settle- 
ijicnt, bnt merely forts at Cataraqui, Niagara, Detroit, 
and Miohilimakinae. In 1793 tha Governor, Bishop 
St. Valier (who succeeded Laval in 1888), and the In- 
tcndent Begon divided the country into 8S parishes. 
About 171T, the Iroquois confeileracy was joined by 
another tribe, tho Tuscaroras, from North Carolina, 
«inco which time it has consisted of Six Nations, and 
is so named by English writers. Vaudrenil, after'* 
rule of twenty-two years, died at Quebec, Ootdi 
lOth, 172C.

Tort and trading-post at Oswego, witb the view of pro- 
curing the oommcrce of tbe lakes, Beanhftmola obtained 
permission from the Iroqaots to constmct a French fbrt 
at the entrance of the Niagara Eiver, more effiol^ 
than the former stockade. The GoTernor also bnill i 
fort on the commaudiug position of Ticooderogo, and 
another at Crown Point, on Lake Cbaniplain, wLloIi 
secured tho frontier-line. A large annual fair was 
ppened at Montreal, and ihis place became the oentn 
of iha fiir-trafflo. In 1T45, Franco and England irer* 
embroiled in the War of tho Austrian Sncceaslon, and 
colonial war followed in consequence. This, however, 
wBs confined chiefly to Nota Scotia, and its pemloions 
efFecta did not mar tbe prosperity of Oanada, ~'

Ihe Governor monopolized tlio sale of hraudy to tht 
Indians, and thus realized enormoitt) proflta, wbicli 
gratified liia avarice ; while tho Intendont, Bigot, farm- 
ed oat trndu-Ji censes, and having, moreover, the distrt- 
biition of public money for military service, bo man- 
aged to accnmolate during his career fraudulent wealth 
to the amount of £400,000 sterling. La JonquiSre'a 
ice provoked complaints on the part of the oolo- 
jiista, and fearing as investigation, ho demanded faia ra- 
Before a successor could be appointed, the Gov- 
ir died nt Quebec in 1752, and was buried in the 
r Escollet Ohurch, aloagaido of Trontenao and Vand- 
reuil, his predecessors. IIo was replaced temporarily 
' by Charles le Moyne, Baron de Lougueull, (ijod of him 
' formerly mentioned,) tlien Governor of Montreal. In 
this year (1T62) two ships laden with wheat were sent 
to Marseilles, and this was probably the first exportation 
of Oanodian grain.

Oa the western frontier, innuniorablo mnrdars and 
massacres of English colonists were being coatinnallj 
perpetrated by the Bavagea, aided by scarcely less sav- 
age Oanndians. la the whole campaign finccess remain- 
ed oa the Bide of the Fi-eneb ; by destroying Oswego, 
they gained the unhindered control of Lakes Ontario 
nnd Erie, nnd the English forfeited the Indian trade 
and commerce of the western Jakes. After an incffec- 
tiinl attempt by a bi-other of the Governor Vandrenil 
upon Fort William Henry, it was obliged to capitulate 
to the viotorions Uontcalm. Again, in spite of the Gen- 
i efforts, the blood-thirsty Indians fell upon the 
Eaglish garrison and slacightered over 1000 men (I'lUT), 
This important fort was dismantled, and all the Englieli 
vesgela were destroyed on Lake George, the 
of which passed into the hands of the French, Even 
Johnson's entreaties conld hardly restrain the whole 
Iroquois Nation, at this juncture, from going 
tiie side of the victors.

Tlio 
Eccond expedition was planned against Ticonderogit 
and Grown Point. 

The largest anny seeii in America, consisting of 
4860 vegularH and UOOO militia, assembled at Albanj', 
iffiid advanced towards these strong positions, wliich 
landed the chain of waters leading to the 8t. Law- 
rence and into the very heart of Canada. Montcalm, 
therefore, resolved to defeud these " Gates of Canada " 
with all hie roaonrces. Aberoromby, after Lord Howo 
had been killed in a skinnish, drew his army aside witli 
eoine pusillaaimity, and attacked the French encamp- 
ment at Carillon, dose by Ticonderoga. Here he was 
terribly defeated and 200O of his men slain. This great 
niisfurtnue was in some measure repaired by tho ad- 
vCDturoua Bradstreet, who captared Fort Frontenac, 
containing itiimonse stores of provisions and ammani- 
tioii for the supply of Fort Dnquesne and the westerii 
forts. This post was laid in ruins, and then abandoned 
by the British. I'ho third and last great expedition 
against Fort Dntiueane was led by General Forbes, in 
November. Thia stronghold was not in a position to 
I'esist ; the French Oonunondcr tberefoi'e abandoned it, 
and floated down the Ohio to a friendly settlement. 
The British thereupon took posseHsion, repaired the

On the newa of this oompaijm reaching Eng- 
land, Abercromby was Huperseded by Amherst the oon- 
qneror of LoiiiBburg', as Generalissimo of the Anglo- 
American troops. 

SVni.— In irsa, Pitt's acheme of unithig the 
French territories in Anierica with those of England, 
thns creating one vast range of dominion, was drawing 
iiigh ita realization. A comprehensive plan, siinUar in its 
general features to that of the previous year's campaign, 
was arranged, whereby Canada wjia to be attacked iri- 
innltaneOuBly at tlicee different points — Niagara, Mont- 
real, and Qnebeo — by military and naval operations 
combioed. Eat this plan was subsequentty modified, In- 
aemnoh as its cxeentiun was tawnA to he impraotieable. 
The Marquis de Vandrenil perceived that the olgeol of 
England was the annihilation of French power in 
America, and issued a proclamation to qui<!krai thezeaJ 
of the Oauiidian militia. He dh^cted that all male^ 
itora dsteen to siity, should be enrolled as soldiers, 
and ready to march at the sliortest notice. The residt 
of a census showed 15,329 as the numbor of tbuM 
capable of bearing arms, but a large proportion were 
neither serviceable nor trustworthy. The rapnoity of 
the government in seizmg the coloniata' grain, to profit 
by the salo of it, had brought on tlie greatest dietrW 
and indeed absolute famine, so that horses were MsA

Lake Ontario 
DOW cleared of French cruiserB ; and the combined 
BritiaL army, nearly 10,000 strong, under Amherst 
and Johnson, moved down upon Montreal, wLere the 
fatrength of the French waa centred. Murray, with 
2600 men, sailed from Quehec to co-operate with Am- 
herst. Colonel Haviland, also, with over 3000 troops, 
who had driven the French from Isle am Noii, 
bore down upon the same fated town- — so that 16,000 
British were before Montreal. On the 8th September, 
1760, the Marquia de Taudreuil, on terms similar to 
those granted at Quehec, signed the capitulation wMoll 
troQsferred Canada, from the Gnlf of St. Lawrence to 
the unknown western wilds, into the hands of Eng!8n(l. 
Canada was formally ceded to the British crown by 
the Treaty of Paris, Feb. 10th, 1TB8.

IV. — In 1763 a printing-press was bronght from 
Philadelphia by b Mr. Brown, and tbo first newspaper 
in Canada, named tlio " Quebec Gazette," appeared i 
Jiras 21st, 1784, being partly in French and partly 
English. Thia Jnnrnal is yet in existence as & tri- 
weekly^glidtpaper, Tlie first Montreal paper, nlsf 
called " The GaMtle," and printed in French, folIowW 
tho former, in 1776. In 1765, a great Are broke ont ii 
Uontreal, which consnmed one hundred and eiglil 
lionses; and three yeora after another occurred wLkh 
burned ninety bousCB to the ground. All otEcial ap- 
pointmente were now conforred npon Britisli-bom eab- 
jocts and Protestants, stelectcd from tlie officers of the 
.ILiuy and the tradors, who at that time representod io 
great part this class of tlie population. These offiwils 
loo frequently showed undue contempt and superoiH- 
ousness to tlio vos miiijeff-s, (na the Canadians wero 

I culled,} and especially to the colonial iioblesso. Sis- 
content nnd disorder w ere thus produced among tho old 
inhabitant!), and ire find tlic annuls of Canada to con- 
tain at that time little else tlisn a series of petty oon- 
lests between tho old French colonists and the netr 
BctOera of Britisli origin. Governor Murray, be it sad. 
Io his honour, uniformly supported the cause of tbS 
Irenob Oanadians, and tescneiUwmfcQra. many infill 
ift/eji. Even now, liowever, 'i.^e icuSsvio "Sbk 
mada Dnder Frencli (miBril\»\iTa\Q\.w«ra<i 
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ijDnder tlie former the countrj Lad been a militarjr ami

A reprosentative aaaembly was allowed to convene 
<»tce or twice on petition Irom the people, but only na 
B mere matter of form. In one of theee assemblies 
Murray allowed Roman Catholics to eit, whereupon 
arose loud aoousation from the Britiali population, 
wLieh reached the ears of the home government. 
Murray went to England to defend himself, which he 
(lid effectually, but although noquitted of all Manio 
he did not retura to Canada. In I7G0, Brigadier- 
Goneral Bir Guy Oarleton was appointed Goyernoi- 
and the severity of colonial rule was somewhat I'elased 
Reports wera now made under t!ie direction of the 
home government respecting the administration of jus- 
tice and the state of Canadian affairs generally. In 
1770 those reports were transmitted to England, whillier 
Oarleton alao repaired to stale his views, leaving Oram- 
ah6, tho President of the Council, at (he head of the 
Government. TbeEnglisliministrs' considered the doeu- 
mentfl, aad Thurlow (Attorney General) and Wedder- 
bume (Solicitor General) recommended tie plan which 
was adopted and introduced into Canada in 1774. 

V. — In this yeara new order of things was instituted 
by the British government, with the twofold object of 
tranijnillizmg the Frcncli in view of the appreliended 
contest with the Thirteen States, and of eocoraa^'ai;.

of France and of the colonial Intendanta, Judpis wero 
to be selected team Qolonists conversant w ith those lan-i^ 
and it was directed that the French tangno^e Bhoalil 
be need in the conrts of justice. In all criminal 
however, the criminal law of England (and trial by J1U7) 
was to bfi in fwoe. Moreover a c-oimcil wa« to ho tip- 
pointed by the <}rowu, of not more than twenty-tiirce 
Dor less than eaventeen members, which was to ascist 
the Governor tn framing ordinances for the good gov- 
ernment of theProsince of Quebec. LegiBlative powen, 
Bnlijeot to the approval of the Crown, were entrnsled 
to th9 Qovemor and Conncil in all matters except in 
snob tA related to provincial taxation, and these rfr- 
m^ed la the power of the home government. An 
equality of civil righte, also, waa granted to both Prot- 
estants and Boman Catholics, b.v that outh being dis- 
pensed with wliich had hitherto preduded the latUt 
from holding office. 

Another less important meaiiure was passed In IIm 
British House at the same time, providing a rereilM 
for the Colocinl Glovemraent, by imposing dnti^a OB 
spirits and molasses ; this, however, was found to be 
inadequate, and the deficit waa suppfled from the im- 
perial treaanrv.

On September 6, 1TT4, tbe first Americnu Oou- 
gresa met Ht FhllodelpLia to memorialize the British 
GoTtirumeiit, imd aoioog^t many other adilrefiHes, one 
wfts directed to tlio pcoiile of Canada, inviting thoir 
eo-oporatjon. Tlie propoial was fniitless; and in Stp- 
teniber, 1775, Iho Americna inanrgents determined upon 
u. double invasion of Oannda, by way of Lake Cham- 
plain and tbe Kennebec Siver, Two or three thonaand 
men were asaeuibied on Lake Ohannplain, under the 
command of General Montgomery, (once seryiug under 
Wolfe,) who proceeded to besiege Forts Ohamhly and 
St. John's, which ho took after a lengthened reriatancc, 
and made prisoners of tbe gai-risoii. Ethan Allen, an 
ufGcer commanding under Uontgomerj', with a detach' 
ment, made an attempt to snrptlBO Montt'eaJ, bnt he 
was met by a small British force, who defeated hia 
troop?, and he himself being captured, was sent to Eng- 
land in irons. Meanwhile, Colonel Benedict Arnold set- 
ting out from Maine with over 1000 men, ascended the 
Kennebec, and after many perils and dirtrosses, (so 
that o*en doga were devoured for food by his men,) 
I'tflohed Point Levi, opposite Quebec, on 0th Nofember. 
Tlia passage over tho river being delayed throngh 
ivnnt of canoes, and owing also to Colonel Maclean'fi 
(iromptitude of movement, Arnold failed in surprising 
iho city. Thereafter, he marched np the north shore

Vni.— The peace of Versailloa (Jannnry 30, 1783), 
whereby the Independence of the Thirteen United 
States waa recognized, brooght to a close this long witr 
between Britain and her coloniea. By tliis treaty the 
boundaries of Canada were curtailed, eo tliitt Quebcn 
^iiid Montreal were within & few leagnea of the fron- 
I ivrs ; Lalto Champlain and the mountains adjoining, 
its well 08 Detroit, paseed away from the hands of tiie 
British. During the progress of the Revointion tlio 
piipulation of Canada had received eonsideriihle nddi- 
1 inna from a minority in the States who remained loynl 
I :• England. Many thoosnnds of these sought refuge in 
liiis country, and under the name of the United Empire 
Loyalists were commended to the special favour of the 
provincial government. Tliey received liberal grants 
of land in Upper Conada, togetiier with farming imple- 
ments, materials for building, and subsistenca fot V«o

At tlie dose of tbe struggle the provinoo received 
RDotber accession of inhftbitonta in the fiimUieBOf luEiny 
diEcliaT^ed soldiers, who settled in the neighbourhood 
of PrMcott, nrouiitl the Bbj of Qnint^, and along the 
shore of Lake Ontario, Grants were made to these 
veteranB in the following proportions: BOOO aorea to 
fleld oQoersi 8000 to captains; 2000 to Babaltems; 
find 300 to privates. Tliis arrnngC'inent was snbseqnent- 
]y modlfled, bo that the most esteneive grant did not 
exceed ISOO acres. The number uf inhabitants In Oan- 
oda in im was about 125,000, whereof 10,000 or 12,000 
loyal refugoos had aetfled in Oanad a Wost or Upper Oan- 
iida, thus laying the foundation of its future ppospertty. 
In 1TB4, Lient-Gov. Haldimand established the Iroqnoia 
on the banks of the Grand River, between Lakea Erie 
mid Ontario, and also upon tlie Thamea. The last pnb- 
lio act of this Governor was to oonflrm an order of tlie 
legislative connd! wliereby the law of Uabeaa Gorptw 
was introduced, iifter which Jio tranEferred the reins. 
of power to Henry Hamilton, a member of the conndl 
(1783.) Hamilton gave place next year to Ootonol Hope, 
Commander-in-chief, who was shortly after (in Oct.

V. — Difficidties, which had been inoreaBiDgin 
tudeforseveralyeora past, reached acrisis in 1810. The 
Logiilative Assembly wished to become inflopendent d 
iho other branches of the govermnent; a m^ority Dt 
that body therefore required that al! judges should In 
fonaldered ineligible to hold a^catia the Low«-SonBe, 
tiiaamnch as they wereinfluenced and rcraovoble by the 
li:xecntivQ Council.

This blow wm followed by 
the forcible suppresHon of " Le Oanadieu," wliioli Iiftil 
severely criticisetl theEaeontive, the seizure of iu prosn, 
tbe imprisonment of its printer, aa well as of thrve 
members of the AsBembly and three other persons, who 
were never bronght to trial. These daspotio and nn- 
jostitiable meitanrea caused this period to be ilesiguatcd 
" The Eeiga of Terror." The Goveruur was apparently 
seduced into these high-houded acta hy the insinuations 
of bis Oooncil, who had ocqaired, and were anxione ta 
maintain, an undue preponderance in the gnidancu of 
Biihira. The Governor, in fact, waa duped by Lis ad- 
visers, who represented the Onandians as factiotis and 
I'ebellions, and he only discovered his error when leal 
ing the Province in ISll. The government wna 
ndmiaiatered by Mr. Dunn ontil the arrlTol of Sir 
Prevost, in September, as Goveriior-Geaeral of Brit)«tt

VI. — Prevostimmediatoly notified American eitizens 
living in Canada thiit ttioy must leave the Provinoo 
within fonrteen days, and an embargo was Imd upon 
all the shipping in the ports. With the consent of Par- 
liament, army hills were issaed bearing interest, as a 
snbstitute for money ; and by tLis metiiod specie was 
prevented from passing into the States. The regular 
forces in the colony amounted to only 4500 men, of whom 
no more than 1450 defended tlio Upper Province, though 
lit more extended frontier and more exposed to attack 
than Eaatern Oftnadn. But the United Empire loyal- 
ists rallied round the standard of General Bi'Ock, aad 
in the Lower Province four battalions of militia were 
raised, and a regiment of Canadian Toltigeura, Qne- 
beo was garrisoned by militia, and the regnlars were 
moved to Montreal. 

Canada was first invaded by General IIu]] on ISth 
July, wko crossed the river at Detroit with 2600 men, 
and took possession of Sandwich. He issued a proc- 
lamation inviting the aasiBtance of the colonists, and 
then proceeded to attack Amherstbm'g. But before he 
could effect anything of importance. Brock prorogued 
the Parliament at York, and arrived at the scene of 
HCtion with about 300 regulars, 400 militia and 600 In- 
dians. Hall's force had been somewhat reduced by 
sickness and other causes, and he consequently re- 
treated across the river and shut himself up in Detroit

VII.— ^The Americans now WsolTed to make 3 great 
efibrt npon the Niagara fi-ontier. Iti September, mora 
than 6000 troopa were brought to the banks of the 
river, with a Tiew of invading Canada. On October 
13t!i Colonel Van Eensellaer sent over a detaofiment 
of 1000 men, who attacked tbe British position at 
Qiieenston. Eensellaer with a reinforcement tliou 
crossed in person, and hie troops gained the heights. 
Unt at this moment, in the grey of tho morning, Gen- 
erd Brock, with an inanffieient force of 600 men from 
the 4Qth regiment, ndvanoed hastily from Fort George 
for the pnrpoBO of checking the enemy's advance. 
While cheering on hia men to the attack, he fell mor- 
tally wounded and soon after died on the field. The 
49th were disconraged and fell back, for tbe time, hut 
in the afternoon a body of about 80O men, composed of 
regulnrB, militiamen and Chippewa Indiana, under Gen- 
eral Koger Sheaffe, (wbo Hoeeeeded to the civil and mili- 
tary command,) came to tbcrescue, After half-fln-hour's 
lighting the Americans to tho nnmber of BOO surren- 
dered at discretion. The British lost sc-venty men, 
while 400 killed and wounded waathe loss which tho 
enemy sustained, Tho Americans mado suotber atr 
tempt to retrieve this campaign. General Smyth as- 
eerabled 4500 men near Black Rock, in November, and 
crossed the river, hnt he was repnlsed ; and aftftt wwaa 
farther untoward adventures, hei 4eoviea.ftv\s.'L'0Q.e> *s-i:>^*v- 
dition ebovkl be abandoned.

General Wilkinson, willi 600 c 
envmy bad meanwhile been equipping a aaval arma- 
ment at Sackett'a Ettrbour, wLieh gave them the eat 
mond (if Lake Ontnrio. A large force was oIbo asaeii 
bled under General Denrbom, and the jilon of the oi 
coining oampaign was limited to the conqaest vf Up|ier 
Canada, at this time defended by onlj 2100 mrni. 
April tha nepublican General embarked about i 
troops in Commodore Chauncej''s fleet, and eailed to 
York. The capital was snarcely at all fortifl«d, and 
was held by General Shoaffo with 000 men. Tho Brife 
isli were obliged to abandon the town, which was plon 
dered and partly burned by the invaders, 200 militia- 
men surrendered themselves prisoaera of ivar, and the 
artillery and naval stores were carried off, ^Sheafia was 
censured for retreating, and before long ha was snper- 
seded by Major General de Bottenbnrg. Dearborn and 
Channcey now turned their whole available force npon 
Fort George at tlia entrance of the Niagara river. This 
post was gallantly defended by General Vincent witt 
1000 regulars and 300 militia, till the fortiiicationa were 
dismantled by the enemy's cannonade, wherenpoa the 
British fell back upon Queenaton, (May 1813.) Vin- 
cent then called in the garrisons of Chippewa and Fort 
Erie, and after destroying these posts, be retired to 
Burlington Heights. Upon this the Americans ocenjded 
all the Niagara frontier, and effected for the first ti 
a Jodgemeut in Canada.

BnC the expedition ahamefnllj mia- 
carried, and Prevoat's military reputation received a 
stain from whioh it nerer has becomo freed, OoloneT 
Proctor's position at Detroit was again meoaoed by 
General HarrisoD, who irished to regain the Michigan 
lerritury. The American Genera] Iiod posted himself 
near the Miami rapids and was awaiting rdnforcameal^. 
But Proctor did cot wwt to be attacked ; he proceeded 
against the enemy with over 3000 regnlors, mUilia, and 
lodians. Ilis adveraaiT, however, had found time to in- 
trench hlmsoll', and Proctor's efforts were nnavailing 
to dislodge biro. The British, novertholesa, fell npon a 
reinforcement of 1300 men, which was advancing under 
Genera] Clay, and made upwards of 500 prisoners. 
This loss crippled (lie Republicans, and secured Detroit 
from all immediate danger.

10.) In the same month, Harrison, having been join 
bj a fierce body of monntod riflemen from Kcntnd 
advanced towards Detroit in snob forc« that Gena 
Proctor crossed tlia Detroit liver and retreated np I 
Thames. On being followed by the Republican i 
of 3500 men, he made a stand at Moravian Town 
800 BritiBb,and COO Indians under the brave Teonmsi 
This noble Indian was killed, and Proctor retreated 
confusion to Burlington Heights, in order to join'l 
Niagara army. Harrison, flushed with triumph, mar* 
ed to strengthen his countrymen in the same quartt 
X. — A grand plan of operations was now form 
against Montreal, Two armies were to co-operati 
this enterprise ; tho one of 6000 men under Gene 
Hampton from Lake Ohomplain ; the other 8800 stra 
nnder Mf^or-General Wilkinson, from Sacfcett'a Harbt 
on Lake Ontario. Hampton found himself opposed 
Ohat«augiiay by a body of Canadians and Indians nni 
Do Salaberry and McDonnell, who manrenvred th 
small force of 400 so judioioualy that the Amerit 
General thought it prudent to retreat, and BtaUoB 
himself for the winter at Plattsburg.

M^or-General MtClare was now commanding on 
the Niagara frontier. On the advanco of the British 
Colonel Mun'ay, ho Drossed the river, after abandoning 
Fort George and reducing Kewark to ashes. Uurray 
gallantly followed him, sorprised Fort Niagara, and 
took 400 prisoners. Tho British imdor Biall after- 
wards surprised and burned the frontier towns of Lew- 
iston. Black Rock, Buffalo, and some others, by wnj 
of reprisal for the destrootiou of Newark ; and bo ended 
the campaign of 1818. 

XI. — In the Assembly, which met in January, 1814, 
Oliief Justice Sewell of Qnebec was formally impeach- 
ed, under seventeen heads of accusation, by Mr. J. Stu- 
art, (afterwards himself Chief Justice.) Among the 
other charges were those of wrongly advising Governor 
Oraig to dissolve the House, of sanctioning the arrest of 
three members, and the seizure of the opposition news- 
paper, and of sharing in the confederacy of John Hen- 
ry, (Thia man had been sent out in 1809 by Sir J. Craig 
as a spy to ascertain the state of political feeling in the 
States ; he condacted a secret correspondence with the 
Governor, which he afterwards disclosed to the United 
States Government for 50,000 dollars.) At the same 
time waa presented another impeaciimen*. a%Kais,\.C\i-*«- 
Jastise Mouk of Montreal, vjlieTtem Ve -wft.s "^^i^.

Aided by the in- 
flaonoe of FriDDO Edtvard, Lo gained the good gtaxaa of 
Lord Bathiir$t,BO that be and his ooUeagae were ezonl- 
pated, while he himself was highlj reeomniended to Sir 
J. C. Sherbroolce, when this Governor arrived at Cana* 
da in ISie. 

Xn. — Warlike preparations had already reconunenc- 
ed in the spring of 1814. Oolonel 'Williams with 16D0 
British had token up hie position at La CoUe Will , on 
the Sirhelieii, to protect Uoutreal, and here be was 
attacked in Mari^li by General Wilkinson with 4000 
men, But the efforts of the Americans were vain, and 
they finally fell back again upon Platlsburg, In May 
the fort of Oswego wna taken by the British Generid 
Drnmnioad, where was found a quantity of ammnnitiao 
and stores ; but this snccess was almost balaiioed by 
the defeat at Saekett's Harbour which followed. Groot 
attempts were again made upon the Niagara frontier 
by the Republicans'. General Brown with 6000 Amer- 
icans Laving crossed the river in Jnly, took Fort Erie 
and its garrison of IVO, and marching foi'ward, he oans- 
cd Genera! Rioll to retreat towards Burlington Heights. 
Brown then Iiud siego to Fort George, but finding it 
unexpectedly strong he retired to Ohippcwa. General 
Rial] thereupon advanced, and the two armies met mi 
the 9Eth Jnly, and the battle of Ltindy's Lane commano-

— After the abdication of TTapoloon, England 
brea enabled to turn more of her strength against the 
nited Btates, bnt ttio results were very nnsatisfactory. 
, L strong force of 10,000 veterttn troops was ■ sent to 
Canada, and Sir George PreTOst raaolved to invade New 
York by way of Ijike Olianiplain, whero the British 
fleet might assist him. Ho marched to nttaok Platts- 
bnrg at the head of 11,000 men in September 181*. 
Thia place was now defended by General Macomb with 
no more than 1600 Americana and a ttw companies of 
militia. But the British flotilla having been destroyed 
^^3y the enemy's naval force, Prevost oonceiyed thateveu

Sach 
was the last eoeno of this long and chequered OamuliEin 
druma of war, and peace waa rcKtored by tJie Treaty 
of Ghent, (December 24th, 1814,} whereby the contend- 
ing parties were placed in exactly the same poaition 
they had occupied before the commencement of bostil- 
itioE. In March 1615, the news reached Quebec, and 
peace was officially proclaimed by Governor Prevost. 
Daring this contest, the colonists, French and British 
alike, gave most effectual proofs of their loyalty to Eng- 
land, and it is nniversally acknowledged that the beat 
ifegnard of the Caoadafl was found, not in the exter- 
nal assistance afforded them, but in the bravery and 
I of their own militia.

Next year tho decisioQ of Ibe English Privy OonooB 
discLai'ging tlie nccnsatioua against Mouk anil Sowell, 
wa^ announced to tbo Oniiailian Legislatnrc, ami tlio 
members of tlie Lower Iloitso rtisiiniod ttie cousiderntioji 
of the qaostion. At tbis, BninunoniJ, acting iipnn in- 
stroctiona from Englanil, prorogued tlio Afisonibly of 
bis own autbority, a step which only increased popular 
irritation. This Governor was removed in May 1810, 
and Sir John Coapo Sherbrooko, who had been Govern- 
or in Nova Scotia, was vested with tlie suproma com- 
mand in British North America. This Governor saw 
at once at)d pointed ont to tlie home authorities the 
fruitful source of Ganadiaii dissensioiui, which arose 
from a wont of coiifidence in the Execative Government, 
lliis sprang from the position wliidi the Governor's ad- 
visors occupied in being irresponsible to the people, and 
in fact totally independent of them. A roost fatid di- 
tlnon, which time was only rondoring more conspicU' 
ua9, had now benoma manifest in the coloninl govem- 
iiiunC — namely, tlio syatoniatio jealoasies and opjKisitiou 
between the pnpnJor representative Assembly and the 
two Ooanoils, LcgiBlativeaiidEiecative.

XVI.^ — A severe malady induced Sherhrooke ti 
quest )ds recall, and in Jnlyl818 ho waa relieved by 
Uio Duke of Richmond. This nobleman was accompa- 
nied by his Hon-in-law, Sir Peregrine Maitland, who had 
been appointed Lieutenant-Governor of Dpper Canada, 
After the peace of 1S15 there comnienced that steady 
tide of iimnigration into this oonntrv which has oontin- 
usd more or leas to our own day. In tLe Lower Prov- 
ince theee British immigrants found French laws and 
cnetoms repugnant to their feelings, and they of oonrse 
sided with their own oonntrymen, who formed tbt 
dominant party ia Parliament, This movement aroiw- 
ed the alarm of tbo French, who dreaded less thaj 
Bhonld be totally swamped and deprived of all poUtioal 
exiatanoe ; hence the Lower Canadian opposition vtt 
in the main composed of the French part of the popu- 
lation, many of whom, Indeed, advocated th« erection 
of B. nationality independent of Great Britmn. In the 
Upper Province a very diverse result was prodooed: 
there certain TJnited Empire Loyalists, half-pay offleer^ 
and poor gentlemen, had formed themselves into t 
pseudo-aristocracy, and aa aoch, frowned down aUfttw- 
comers who might compete with them for political to- 
Soence. The members of this exdarive ^arty had a

XVII. — When Moidand reached Upper Oanftds, 
Gourlny was being proseoated for libelling the gov- 
ernment, which wa£ tilled with members of the 
Family Compact. Aiter two verdicts of acqnittol, the 
pwsecnted man was finally imprisoned, and be was 
TClea^ed, after long confinement hod rendered him par- 
tially inaaoe, only to he bankhed from his adopted coun- 
try. The Governor and Oonnoil, moreover, ordered at 
this time the Boppression of all pnblio mcetitiKB. An 
Mt was paased in 1630 nearly doubling tho nnmber of 
leproMOtBtives, and about the same time the Bonk of 
Upper Canada was c^tobliahed. Ifext year five new 
Logialative Couucillors were made, one of whom was 
the Rev. John Straohao, afterwards the first Protestant 
Biahop of Toronto. Ho soon mas to a prominent posti- 
tion among the Family Compact, and for many yenr.^i 
virtually directed the affairs of government. In 1834

Tlie 
energetic W. L. Mackenzie ^bo shared in this official 
dislite, and hU paper, " The Colonial Advocate," waa 
destroyed by a mob of eoi-diaant gentlemen at Yorlt, 
and the types thrown into the Jake. In J826 the Re- 
formers hod gained the upper hand in the Assembly, 
but many important bills were thrown ont by the 
tipper House, which, as well as the Esecntive OonnoH, 
contained Tory members only, A charter waa now 
granted by George IV. for the cetabllahment of Ejng's 
College at York, ond in 1838 it was endowed with 
largo tracts of land formerly set apart for edncational 
pnrposes. In 1838, Judge "Willis, who took part with 
the people rather Uian with their oppressors, was dis- 
missed from his situation on frivolons grounds by the 
Governor. Mdtland, being shortly after appointed to

nianent public service money by a deficit of £22,00QJ 
sterling, and he therefore solicited this amount as .m 
permanent grant.

tioDaries, from certain raveuues of wljiohtbe Assemblf 
desired to obtain the mftnagemeot. The^ 
ooDsisted of the produce of duties on imports, imposed 
by Act of the Imperiol Parliament in 1T74, yielding tlie 
Bonnal earn of £36,000 sterling, with others 
importance, arising from the sale of land, timber, &c. 
A parliamentary grant, therefore, having been made ft 
governmental as well as popular expenditure, and tim 
being Rooepted Bsle^timate, the proceeding amounted 
to a virtual acknowledgment of the Assembly's con- 
trol over the whole revenue. The plan adopted by tliB 
Uoase was to tender a. round sum, in which was in- 
cluded the whole of the permanent Grown revenue and 
such part of the Provincial revenue as was Huffloient to 
Make np any deficiency of the former. The Home 
onthoritiea disapproved of Bnrton's conrse, in compro- 
intsicg the permanent revenue, and on DalhocBie'a re- 
turn in 1836, a hill of supply was refused, in irhiolt ih» 
House similarly disposed of the entire revenne. 

The University of McGii! College at Uontreal, 
founded and endowed by the Don, James McQill, was 
now established by Eojal Charter. In 1827, Dalhousie 
projected the erection of a monument to the menjoriea 
of Wolfe and Montcalm ; subsoriptions were made, and 
the pillar now standing in Quebec was flnislied next 
year. In the session of 162T, Papineau ivaa elected 
speaker of the AMembly by a large laiyority ; this ap- 
pointment the Governor refused to sanction, by reason 
of the peraiBtetit opposition which this member maiu- 
fested towards the acts of the Administration. Tbe 
Honao would choose no other Speaker, and the Gov- 
accordingly prorogued the Parliament by pro- 
clamatioD, Acrimonious discussions now took place in 
papers, which gave rise to tomi^ "pooftctfcijMfci 
the GoveTDtnenl. ta 'itea -31 
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jaicating between Kingston and the Ot- 
3 commeiiced at tbe espense of the Imperial 

SXn. — In 1838, discontent had reaohe.d such a 
J^tdi, that 8T,000 of the iuhabitanta petitioned tho 
TTing, complaining of the conduct of snccossive Govem- 
ora, including the Earl of Dalhonsie, and nrging a com- 
pliance with the claims of tho Aasemhly. Tiger, Noil- 
son, and CuTillior wore deputed to preaent this peti- 
tion. It was referred to & Committee of the British 
TTouae, who recommended that the receipt and oipen- 
diture of the whole public revenne should he placed 
uiidor the snperintendence of the Canadian Assembly; 
but that, nevertheless, tho Governor, the Judgea, and 
Ifie Kxecntivo Onnnuil, should he made independent of 
Um annual votes of that hody. The Committee most 
emphatically condemned the practice of appropriating 
large anina of provincial money without the consent 
of the repreeentatives of the people, and advised that 
a more popnlar character shovdd be given to the L«gi3- 
lative and Eicontive Councils. These sn^eatiouB gave 
gyeat satisfaction to the Lower Canadians, and are 
known as " Tho Eoport of the Canada Committee of 
JS36." 

Dalhonaie waa recalled and promoted to the mili- 
tary command of India, while Sir James Kempt was 
Bent from Nova Scotia to redress grievanees, and gen- 
eiMtUy to carry out the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee. Having called the Legielature together, he ac- 
cepted the election of Papineau aa Speaker, and hy his 
^bera! and conciliatory oonrse gained the hearts of the 
people, Althongh an act tronsfarring the disentail, xtri- 
fnue into the hands of the Oolon\a\ kaaemtiVi,^^*^-^^ 
j-et fce-en passed, Kempt assured tha'QoosafesA '-A "^^^'^ 
^ epeedOy expected from ttie Tiome Go^ec«|g 
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fonr of tbd chief Executive funclJcitiariea, In 1BS3, a 
diatarbasce took pkce at tbe Montrea! elections, when 
tlie luiiitory were called out aod fired into the mob, 
killing three and wonnding two severely, — a ciKiuia- 
Btftuce wliicli gave rise to estraordinary escitemeut. 
In the smniner of this year Ihe first Asiatic cholera 
broke out with fearful virulence, and spread in a very 
ibort time from Grosse Isle, the quaranlioo atatiou, till 
OFU- Canada. 

The Aiaembly voted to the jndgea permanent sala- 
riea, which, however, were to bo drawn first from the 
cAsual and territorial revenues. This was reacted by 
the Homo aathoritics, irho yet conceded the right to 
vote the Supply-bill by items. But the Honse reftised 
to allow permanent provision to be made for the Gov- 
ernor and the four Executive officers, and this deter- 
placed them completely ai iaoB with the 
In 1833, difficolties again oroEe with Upper 
lada, respecting the subdjvi^on of duties, and in 
ieqnance the project was revived of uniting Moat- 
real to the "Western Province ; this, however, wna pro- 
tested against by the Lower Canadian Parliaaent. In 
this year Montreal and Qaebeo were incorporated, and 
the first elections of Mayors took place. The Lower 
Honie DOW demanded that the exigting Legislative 
OouncU stioald bo abolished, and one entistituted elect- 
ed by the body of the peo[Je. Stanley, the Colonial 
Ifioister, opposed this, as inconsistent with monarcbical 
fDBtitatioiiB, and next year the Parliament in conse- 
quence declined to pass any Bill of Snpplies, and pre- 
pared a long list of grievances, baaed npon the fomona 
Eunety-two resolutions. Meanwhile, £Sl,00O sterlina 
w«a advanced from tho military ciMjat. Iot \i*^«ili.-ii«s- 
taent of tbo civil o£Scers, whweibl liifai ts« ^*~ 
tm4be Asaembly waa evaded. 
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SSIV. — In 1833, the French Oanaditin 
Eiimed a mensoing tone ; on organization took plaos at 
Montreal, wLore delegates sat under the style of " TJ»e 
CoDventiOQ," and repudiated all interference of the 
British Goyernment with tlte local affairs of Canada. 
A similfir organization vaa also formed at Quebec, 
and named " The Constitutional Oommitteeof Quebec." 
The Asiatic cholera again decimated the Upper and 
Lower Proyinces daring the Bommer of 1834, The last 
Parliament of Lower Canada met in Febniary, 183S. 
Papinean was elected Speaker, and the members stated 
their wants in plain terms to Aylmer, especiallj insist- 
ing upon the Elective Legislative Conncil. They drew 
np a petition to the King, complaining of the head- 
strong conduct of tie Governor, and of hia preferring 
to office men from the minority, who were opposed to 
the popular cause, and also of exccntive Tisarpation, 
which could only be rectified by making the Conncil 
responsible to the people. The Lower House appointed 
John Arthnr Roebuck, M. P., as Iheir agent in Eng- 
land, where ho was of no small service in expluning 
the difficulties which existed in the Canadian Oovem- 
ment, and plainly warned the Home anthorities fh>t 
they would force the colonists into rebellion. 

A commission of iuquiry was sect out in August, 
1885, composed of the Earl of Gosford, (who was slgo 
to relieve Aylmer as Giovemor,) Sir Charles Edward 
Grey, and Sir George Gipps. They were instructed to 
allow the Assembly's claim to the disposal of the endre 
reyenuo, on condition that provision for ten years waa 
made for the Judges and Civil officers. An Elective 
Legislative Council was to l>6 refused, as well as thd 
earrendering of tlie iQanaKement of the Crnwu Latida. 
Goafbrd convoked the XiepalaUae 'Cae Moae-^ina, 
' b&r, and hia conduct to'UB.rda'ihe-^o^'iax' 
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citremely cDDaliating, so that BDppIiM \rwe granted for 
liio arreurs of three jeore, as well as for six uoatlis 
ill odvanco. Gosford is accused of dupUdty, rmd ofi < 
hiLving lud the Asscmbl/, by hints of liberal iiu 
tioDi, to bi^Iievo that all domoDds respecting tbe et cede 
of Lcgialative Conccillors would be granted. The da* 
cepLiou wBB soon discovered, and barred tbo way to all 
compromifle. The Lower House refused the promisud 
Hup[ilie« ; tlie Tipper Houtie, indignant at tbo attempts 
mode to overthrow it, rejected almost every bill eaut 
up from the Assembly, which Qosford eoon prorogued. 
Qvury political element was tlias disturbed, and violuut 
collision was inevitable. 

XXV.— Iti March, 1880, Mr. Speaker Papinoau lul- 
ised a, long luttcr to Mr. Bidwell, Speaker of tho 

)per Canodion House, in which was promised llio 
©o-operatiou of Lower Canada in all constitutional 
means to advance tho heat interest* of their common 
uountry. Sir F. B. Head, at that time governing Upper 
Cnnndn, referred to this letter when dissolving Parlia- 
ment, and dotied tho interference of Lower Conadiaus, 
The English Commissionora now saw tliat things were 
at a staDd-still, and beliovcd it indispensable to obtAin 
the monof rot^uisite for the working of govunimont, 

[tiiout tho Assembly'e consent. They thought this 
best be aooomplishcd by the repeal of Lord 
Ick's bill, which had Iransforrod £38,000 of rev- 
ehuo to the Assembly. Tlie Ooloaial Minister, Lord 
Glcneig, waa averse to this extreme measure, and in- 
titructed the Governor to make another oETort with tho 
Awombly. Parliament was accordingly assembled in 
September 18S0; but the same porition was firmly 
niaintaioed, and the members resolved \ii ttiiv.'s.Ttt.'eo^ 
(IbUberations entirely, unless Govetniftt'QSi'fj^^iJ^ 
Ae work of nfonn. The Oommissiow -^ - — ^ 
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turned to England ■with their report, inirhich n respon- 
aible Esecutiyo was recommemkd. Bnt tiie Homo 
Oovenunent resolved on deoisive mefmires, and in 
March 1B8T, Lord John Rnssell moved a series of reso- 
IntionB, which yrae onrried hy b to^otHj of 269 to 49. 
It TTHs reeolved thflt £143,000 should he taien frOm the 
ProTinoial fnnds, and applied to the pnymeiit of jadges 
and other civil fonctionaries ; and that aPterwnids the 
gOTernmeat should he carried on, strict economy heing 
ohscrved, with the caanol and tetritorial incomes. 
This stop was in thet ft BnspenBion of the Cftnadiaa 
conatitntlon. An elective Legialat.ire Council and the 
reaponrihility of the Eseontive to the Assembly being 
declared inexpedient, ameodmentg were pronuaed in 
the formation of both, A small section of the Honae 
denonnced the reaolntions, and pre dieted civil war as the 
result of tlieir enactment. By renaon of the death of 
"William IV, some delay occnrred before action oonid 
he taken on Russell's motions, and in the interim, Gos- 
ford was notified to make a final appeal for suppltea to 
the Canadian Uouse. 

5XVI. — DemonBtratlons against the Government 
had already taken place ; meetings were held in which 
it was decided not again to apply for redress to the 
British Parliament, and a general convention was ad- 
vocated aa desirable. la June 1887, a system of or- 
ganization was accordingly begun by Papinean, npon 
learning whieb Gosford applied to Sir Oolin Campbell, 
(then Governor of Nova Scotia,) for a regiment, which 
reached Canada in Jnly. In pursnanee of Home in- 
Btroctions the Governor snmmoned the House together 
^ng'nst, and laid EiisseU's resolutions npon the table

An aseociatiou, tailed 
the " Bona of Liberty," paraded the streets of Montreal, 
in a hostile maimer. In the Connty of Two Mountainfi, 
British authority wafl entirely disregarded, and nn ae- 
tivo tratDiDg and arming was carried on among the 
raiil contents.

rebels, who lost 800 of their number. In Decemljer, 
Gore, beiog reiofuroed, took posaesaion of &t. Benia 
without opposttioD, as a panic was begmmng to spread 
among the haMtant*, and their leaders had already 
Bonght refuge in the neighbouring Republie. 

A filibustering expedition of reaUesa spirits from tlto 
States crossed the frontier, but it was frustrated by a 
party of British volnateers. And thus, in fourteen days, 
rebellion was quelled in the aii Oountiea. Oolbortie 
afterwards turned his troops to the districts north of 
Montreal, where aeditiou had fu^t arisen, and with 
glight opposition tranquillity was restored before tJt^ 
end of 1837. 



SSVm.— lu Upper Canada, after the 
Colborno to the Governorship, it was found tLat ifij" 
ULsual and territorial revenues in tbo hands of the 
Crown had increased so much that the Execntivo was 
completely independent of the Assembly, so far as sup- 
plies for the civil list were concemeil. Tlie iuhabitanta 
of Toronto presented a petition to tho Home Govern- 
ment, praying that tlie judges might not be subject 
to the control of tho Executive, and that a local and 
responsible Government might be granted to the 
country.

Iu 18S2, Uackeuzie was Bent lo Eug- 
IB the bearer of a petition from 24,500 ooioniate, 
who requested, among other thiogg, that the Legiiilativo 
Connoii ebonld be made elective, the public revenue 
properly expended, and tUo land-^antiag department 
regnlated. Iu 18ii4, an act waa passed making the 
judges independent of the Orown. The Parliament of 
1835 drew up the Seventh Grievance Report, wliicli is 
cfaiofijr devoted tu the aubject of Executive rueponsi- 
bilitf ti) the A^einbly, The Executive now deter- 
mined to secure the English Church in poflsesaion of a 
great portion of the CJergy-Reservas, (i, e., a seventh 
part of the Provincial Territory which had been Mt 
npart b^ the Oonstitutional Act of 1701 for the support 
I'f Protestant Clergj,) and created fifty-seven Recto- 
ries, which were put into the hands of the ministry of 
ilio Episcopal Church. Tins intimate connection, it 
vroA thonght, of land and owners would prevent the 
■eculariziug effects of any future logisktioa. 

X Xty, — Colborno was superseded at Ids own re. 
(inest in 183C— (while at New York, on his return homo, 
tie received despatches constituting hun Oommandcr-iu- 
Clilof of the Canadian forcea,) — by Sir Francis Bund 
Head, who received inatrnctions much the same as 
those of Goaford. Of his own authority be began to 
oppoint members of the Family Compact to lucrative 
offices which were vacant. ,He added also three hi^^lily 
popular members — Baldwin, Rolph, and Dnnn — to the 
ExeCDtivo ; bnt, never consulting them upon any pnUie

The previoui numbers 
of tlie LegiBlatnre had boen forty EeformerB and 
twenty Tories, After the elections of June, 1836, the 
Ooremor'a influenciB changed these numbers into fort;- 
onP Tories and twenty Reformers ; while, besides, the 
Reform and ultrB'Bcfonn leaders, Baldwin, Huckenzle, 
nnd Bidwell, were hedten at the polU. The new Par- 
liament ia ISSTintrodnced a bill erecting theflrstOonrt 
of Ohanoery in Upper Canada. Moclteniilo, at the be- 
(^nning of 1887, was holding meetings throughout the 
Home District, and keeping up a secret oorrespondeneo 
with the Lower Oanadian nmloontentg. 

XSX. — It was at this time that the troops wore sent 
down to Lower Canada, and the Western ProTinee was 
loft unprotected. The withdrawal of the troops aooeler- 
ttted Hnckenrie's movements, nnd he resolved to march 
upon the capital, witli the intention of aftorwarda pro- 
olairaing a Hepnhlio, The rebels muBterod on Tonge 
Street, (the great military road leading out of Toronlfl, 
which had been made nnder Governor Simcoe's direc- 
tions,) and after an effectual attempt npon the dty, 
they were ronted at Montgomery's tavern by a niiUtii 
force under Colonel MaoNab and Justice McLeBB. 
Ifnukende, and most of the other leaders, fied to tiie 
States, while thonsands of loyal volunteers, unapprised 
of the chaugB of affairs, cnme flookiug lo the resone nl

Colonel Hac- 
Nab DOW arrived at Otippewa, and found timself at 
the Lead of S,GOO militia who were prepared to reeiat 
any attempt at landing. The steamboat Carolin« was 
employed In the Bervice of the {so-called) Patriots on 
ISttvj Island. MooNah gave orders for her capture ; 
this was effected, and the boat, after being flred, was 
allowed to drift over the Falls. At this jonotnre, Gen- 
era! Scott appeared on behalf of the American GoTcrn- 
ment, to prevent any Bnppliesor recrnJtsfrom reaching 
Wary Island ; where upon Van Eonsellaer eyncnated his 
position iu January, 1838. Various bands of American 
ndventm'ers were collected (it Betroit, Sandusky, aud 
TTatertown, to Invnde Canada, but all efforts proved 
c4TUtI)j ineffectual, 

XKXI.— In March, IPBB, Sir F, B. Dead was re- 
nailed, and Sir George Arthur appointed Governor ia . , 
Ilia stead. Five hundred political prisoners were 
time crowded within tiio gaols at Hamilton n 
fonto. Two leaders — Lonnt ntid Matthewa — were e 
cnt«d, others were sent to the Penitentiary at Kings- 
ton, while some were released. In May, Bill Johnson 
plundered and bnmed the steamer Sir Robert PetJ, 
and escaped vengeance by taking refuge amidst the 
'Flioflsnnd Islands. A few gangs of American " Sjm^iD.- 
tliizsTs" erossed the frontier and eSee^ei sramfe -Sy^*- 
depredotions. A final Patriot In-va^on-waa AVsw.-^^^^

RebeUion, in October, 1888. One boily of iavadan 
landed at Pi'escott, and ensconced themselves in. a atrate 
windmill. Here tbey were attacked by the Oanadian^ 
and ofter a lengtbened struggle thej surrendered at 
discretion. Further to tlie west, an oasault was made 
at f]ie eame time npon AraherBtbiirg, but tie Sympa- 
thizers were defeated by Colonel Prince, and driven 
across the river to Detroit. CourtB-martial were now 
formed — the chief prisoners wore executed, while a 
targe number (161 iu all, including sixty-eight from 
lAiwer Canada) of the less conspicuous were trans- 
ported to Uie penal settlements of New South Walea. 
These, and tbe exiled rebels generally, were allowed to 
retnra about five years after this, on account of the 
intercession of the Assembly on their behalf. 

LOWKB Aim ITPPBB CASADA PEOM 1838 TO THE CHIOS. 

XSSII. — Eetuiningto Lower Canada, we find that 
in June, 1838, Lord Gosford was recalled, and Sir Johu 
Colhorne appointed Administrator of the Govern- 
ment. Martial law, which had prevailed from the 
outbreak of the rebellion, was discontinued in Mflj; 
and in the same month arrived the Ear! of Dorliam, 
jn the double capacity of Govern or-General and her 
Mi^osty'a High Commissioner, to adjust all questions 
about civil government pending in Upper and Lower 
Canada. The Imperial Parliament also suspended t!iO 
eoostittttion of the country, and in its stead the Gov- 
ernor was empowered to form a Special Council, which 
should exercise the functions of both Houses. One of 
the first steps taken, was to hold in abeyance the Habaas 
Corpus Act, that the imprisoned rebels might he snm- 
niarily dealt with. Evetj tw*. of tlici new Governor 

. was marked by liberalitj aoi Sie;\ii\.OTB%\.wtoa«i. 
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ftbnses brought to light. By a bold espedient, whicli 
lias been much criticised, the Governor disposed of all 
tlie political prijonera withont tbe excitement of u 
formal trial : the minor ofFcndera were pardoned, and 
wghtf of the riDgleadera were banished to lie Ber- 
mndas. The BritiBh Parliament did not approTO of hia 
conduct, and passed an act of indemnitj, setting aside 
Durham's Oi-dinanoe whereby the prisoners had been 
banished. On learning this, the Governor sent in Ids 
resignation, to tho Tmiversal regret of the Freneh and 
British popnlationa alike. lie advocated a Federal 
Union of the British North American Provirioes, as a 
eonntorpoise to the extended territory' of llie States on 
the south. Before leaving his government, lie made a 
tonr through the Canadas, and prepared a Report so 
admirable in its accnraoj and impartiality, that it holds 
nn nnsurpassed rank mnong ofBciol documents.

Several marauding inciireioiii were made dnring I

OhUf Jiu- 
tice Bobineon, of Upper Canada, then in England, pro- 
tested strongly agdnst tlie projected Union ; but in 
Upper Canada generally, it was popular. In Outober, 
(1839,) Mr. Charlea Poulett Thompson, a British i 
ohant, and President of the Board of Trade, arrived et 
Quebec as Governor Oeneral. Oolbome, releaoed from 
his ardoona labours, immediately sailed for England, 
whero ho was honourably received, and elevated to tbe 
peerage as Lord Seaton.

But the Gorernor 
published a oircnkr despatch from Rnssell'fl pen, and 
Of thus a|)pealuig to the loyaltj of the Faniilf Oompact, 
liB succeeded m getting the TJnion Bill introduced as a 
government measure. It passed both Houses before 
the end of January, 1B40, witti atipulations that there 
ihould be an equal repreaentation of each Province in 
fiie United LogiBlatai-e, — that a sufficient permanent 
dTJl list should be granted, wboreby the judicial bench 
might be rendered independent, and tLe indispensable 
braineBs of Government prosecuted, — and tjiat the pub- 
lie debt should bo charged on the joint revenue of the 
United Province. The sanetion of the Imperial Parlia- 
Dient y/aa now tha only thing required, and to expedite 
die receipt of thia, the draft of a Union Bill was &amed 
by Chief Jnstice Sir James Stuart. This was intro- 
duoed by Russell, and with the exception of certain 
dmaea relating to Unnicipolities, passed both Houses, 
and was sanctioned by the Queen on July 2Bd, 1840. 
Owing to a suspending clause, the bill did not come 
into operation until Feb 10, 1841, when, hy proclama- 
tion, it was announced aa law.

uloBc of 1840, the unpriaonnieiit hi the ITnited States 
of Deputy Sheriff McLeod for hia Bnppoaed share in 
tho destruction of the Caroline, threatened to eicite a 
general war. He was, however, acquitted and releas- 
ed, before any unpleasant consequences ensued. 

Upon the formal re-nuion of the Frovinoea being 
proclaimed in February, 1811, a general election took 
place. KJDgaton waa made the Beat of Government, 
where the Legislature was convened on June 18ih — 
the Lieuteuant-Govemorship of Upper Canada came 
to an end, and Mr. ThompBon, now raised to the peer- 
age as Baron Sydenham of Kent and of Toronto, wm 
entrusted with the sole authority. Tlie Tory and Ee- 
forra represeutatives from TVeslem Canada were well- 
nigh equal in numbers, so that the Frenoh party held 
the balance of power — a position which it has occu- 
pied, more or less, ever since. 

n. — Sydenham had many difficulties and prejudices 
to contend with, especially in the formation of the Leg- 
islative Council. But he triumphed over every obsta- 
cle, and introduced, through the ETecutive biHarelating 
to the revision of Cuatora-house duties, the regnlatlon 
of the currency, the esf«naiou of education, the forma- 
tion of an efBdent Board of Works, and the eatablieh- 
ment of municipal corporation?. Incessant csertinn 
and anxiety had almost worn out hi.'! feeble constitution, 
when he was severely injured hy a fall from hb horse. 
This waa sufficient to cause Iiia death on the letli Sept, 
1841, and lie was buried at Kingston in comiilianoo 
with his own request. His name will be gratefully 
temhered, with that of Darham, whose policy he

nent member. Tliis Governor maintained his right to 
appoint the Eseoutive officers of the Crown, and on 
the resignation of the Ministry, ho sought to form a 
Provisional Cabinet; hnt his conduct was denounced 
by the Reformers. In 1844, the seat of Govevnment 
was removed to Montreal,

This -was agreed to by the French 
party, provided that compensation Bhonld likowiae he 
given for all losses sugtained by the Loyalists in Lower 
Canada. Everything was thna satisfactorily arranged, 
and at the dose of 164S, six OommisBioners were ap- 
]>ointed to dassiiy carofiilly all jnst losses so anstained. 
But to obtain a correct and trustworthy chissifiofttion 
seemed impoasible — it was no easy matter to separate 
the innocent from the gdlty— the rebels from the loy- 
alists — and, OB might bo expected, the OommiaBloneTS 
(ia April, ISiO) presc-ntwl a very tmaatiafaotory report, 
in wljch it was conjectured that £100,000 wonld suf- 
fice to pay all real losses. Mr. Draper's Mitditry 
accordingly introduced a Bill ordering the issae of 
£0,D86 in Provincial Debentures, to be appKed to the 
partial pajTnent of Lower Canadian losses, Li 1848, 
Common Schools were extenstTely established through- 
out the country, and tlie present educational system 
introduced, chiefly through the creditable exertiacB of 
Dr. Eycrson. 

rV.— The Eari of Elgin, the new Governor of Can- 
ada, arrived at Montreal ia January, 1847. The Tory 
Ministry was now in the last stages of decrepitude, 
and was being vigoronsly attacked by tbe Reform pro8S 
under the guidance of the Pilot, a Montreal liaper, 
edited by Mr. Hlncks, (who Lad dso established the 
Toronto Ikaminer in 1839.) Agitation was again 
becoming prevalent respecting the Clergy-Reserves' 
question, and their Beoularization was advocated by 
the RcfoemecB, A Relief Fimd was this year opened

Dr. W. Nelson and Papineau 
were also sent from Lower Canada as representatives 
to the now Assembly. On tho opening of Parliament,

pwards the close of tho year, an itnjiortant tuoasaro 
s passed in the repeal of tho Imperial Navigation- 
Thia and the former repeal of differential duties 
Mured to Canada tho privileges of free trade.

paid Upper Canadian lossea from hcenses forming part 
of the general conaoHdatcd fund, and had cuntemplnted 
a similar provision, in jiart folfiJled for Lower Oftoodian 
Rebellion-Losses. But tlie OppoBition members man- 
aged to spread their view of the question over the 
country, from Wontreal westward, and monster meet- 
ings, denouncing Mimsterial pohey, were held, in which 
the common watchword was " No pay to Eebels." 
The antagonism of races brote forth again, and many 
memhera of the Ultra-Tory party threatened nnnesn- 
tiou to the States, sooner than submit to the conse- 
quences of Lafontaiue's measnrea. Nevertheless tho 
Bill was carried in the Assembly by 4S to 33, and 
having passed the Upper House, it was assented to by 
Lord Elgm, on April 26th, 1849, On leaving the Par- 
liament House the Governor was insulted by the crowd, 
and in the evening a disorderly mob, to the lasting 
disgrace of Montreal, set fire to this building, which, 
with the valuable Library, (wherein were 1800 vol- 
^L nines on Canada alone,) was conijiletely destroyed. Ri- 
^M otiag was carried on in the city, and many Reform 
^F memborfl wci-e malti'eated, and their houses injnred. 
Similar scenes were enacted throughout Upper Canada, 
especially in Toronto, where Baldwin, and some othara, 
were burnt in effigy. Some further attempts at vio- 
lence taking place in the capital, the military fired into 
^L the mob, and one man was killed. Meanwhile, od-

(itg name bad been changed from York in 1834). Sub- 
sequent to this period Parliament mot alternately In 
Quebec and Toronto until ISCC, when, by rea«uu of 
the Queen's selection, in compliance with the wish of 
Ptttliameut, Ottawa (formerly Bytowc), became tbo 
permanent seat of Government 

VL — The repeal of the Cora Laws in England, in 
1846, whereby all preference in fsvour of CaDadian 
grain was abolished, and trade consequently diverted 
from the St. Lawrence, cow began to produce teUing 
effects upon the credit and revenue of the country, from 
whioh it took many years of industry and perseverance 
t« recover. In 1849, a complete system of Municipal 
institutions was organized tu Upper Canada, and in the 
toUowing year a somewhat similar measure was intro- 
duced in Lower Canada. By this eipedient each dis- 
trict was entrusted with the management of its own 
local affairs, and the general revenue was relieved from 
any undue burdens which wore more properly charge- 
able upon the localities benefited. In 1850, the first 
proposition was made concerning Reciprocity, or free 

P 'change of trade with the United States. In thia 
also the Olobe, E^aminer^ and otkes Bilisitai. 
re, commenced agitation tt[rea\\. woi ■^xftwSK^^'i

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Beform rankd, nod tbe uctreme partj beoame kaomi 
aa Clear Grits, The free batifciDg syatem was now 
iutroduced, wliicli provided for the ieaiie of notes 
HBCured by the deposit of Provincial eecuritieH with 
the Receiver- Oen oral. In 18S1, the Foat-Offioa De- 
pa^rtment was tfansferred to the control of the Cans' 
dian Oovemment, and a uniform rate of letter-postiige 
(3d. per ounce) waa adopted. About thia time roilwaja 
began to bo oonstruoted, chiefly for the purpcee of 
successful competition with the States forlheimmenBe 
carrying trade of the West. The first lines oonunenoed 
were the Great Western (projected by Sir A. MacNab]^ 
tha Northern, and the Grand Trunfc. Numerons light- 
houeen hod also by this time been erected in the St. 
Lawrence Biver and Gulf, to insure safety to naviga- 
tton. Canada now mode a very creditable display at 
the great Industrial Kshibition of the world's produota 
held at London. 

VII.— In October, 1861, Mr. Uincks became Pre- 
mier i he greatly forwarded the interests of the coun- 
try, and especially identified himself with the prosecu- 
tion of the Grand Trunk Railway. The Parliamentary 
scsnion of 1BS3 ia characterized as the Railroad SeadoD, 
since at this time all existing railway charters wera 
amended, and many new ones granted, Montreal wsa 
this year desolated by a terrible fire, which deprived 
10,000 people of their houses. la 1863, the elective 
franchiBewas reformed and oitended,ttud the number of 
members in the Lower House augmented from 84 to 130. 

The Reciprocity Treaty between Great Rritain, Can- 
ada, and the otherBritish North American ColonieSj of

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Thia was the first time that Great Britain recogtiiaed 
the right of the Colonies to partici'iMite in the framing 
of a treaty which concerned their interests, Thia 
treaty allowed to Americana, with certain oiceptions, 
the USB of Britiah Bea-fialieries ; it provided for & 
Dumerous liat of commoditica which may he inter- 
changed free of duty between the TJiiited States and the 
Colonies, and the third great feature was, that it opened 
the navigation of the St. Lawrence and the CoIoniaJ 
Canals to Americans, while the right to navigate Lake 
Michigan Wfts accorded to Canadians. In this year Lord 
Elgin was recalled, and was succeeded by Sir Edmund 
Head. In 195B, the Universal Eshibitioa was opened 
at Paris, and there Canada diatinguished herself by 
carrying off one grand medal of honour, one medal of 
honour, thirteen firat-claas and thirty second-claaa 
medals, while forty-three of her contrihutorB obtained 
honourable mention. 

VUL— A Bettlemenfc of Iho Clergy ReaerveB ques. 
IdOD, Bfttiafactory to the people, was now obtained. Tlie 
Canadian Parliament, under the authority of aa Impe- 
rial Act, separated the State entirely from all Church 
connection, commuted with the vatioua incmnbeuta, 
and after providing for the widows and orphana of the 
ulcrgy, divided the remaining land and funds among 
ITpper Canadian Munioipalities. In Lower Canada, 
I likewise, a great social change haa recently been 
1 effected ; the Feudal Tenure, which ao long repressed 
I the industrial efforts of its French pop\ilation, haa been 
I abolished, with the consent of all partjca interested. 
f The rights of property have been respected by making 
an arrangement ao that each, tanant iJuwiii.'^l o.'ira.- 
iaia amoaattabia seigneur, -wIuIq ftie TOopi&\Va\)iaw«» 
of about ^50,000 should be made M-p^i? ».w«Aitfcw^!^ 
fiTJm ttoited Canada.

The 
CanaJiBn Government was obliged, in self-defence, to 
eatablish a weekly liue of ocean steamships to Eng- 
land, at an annual expense of ;£45,000, in order to com- 
pete with the Cunard line, running to Boston and New 
York, which the Imperial Paiiianient hod subsidizedi 
Our line of ships baa suffered greatly by the suoceseive 
losses of the Canadian, Indian, Eungariaa, and other 
veseela ; nevertheless, by the average of passages, it has 
been proved that the Canadian route is superior to 
any other, and a prosperous future may therefore be 
ticipatod. In 1857, a sevei'e oommeroial crisis passed 
over tliia country, which, combined with the bad bar-' 
veat of that and the following years, depressed trade 
and business generally to an alarming extent. In 
sequence of the falling off in the revenue, new CustomB 
Acts were passed in 1853 and 16Q9, which imposed ad- 
ditional duties on many imported articles, and extended 
the ad valorefn principle, in order to develop direct 
trade by sea between Canada and foreign countries. 
Tiiis pohcy seems to have met with success, and Canada 
is rapidly advancing to a higher and more influential 
position than she has ever yet occu]iied. 

IX. — Attention began to be given about this lime 
to the annexation of Bed Bivei Settlement and certain 
portions of the territory adjoining, hold by the Hud' 
son's Bay Company under a charter of Charles IL, 
granted in 1670.

The hardy Scottish 
settlers have survived all manner of vioiBBitiideB, — at- 
tacks of hostile Indians, violent opposition of the rival 
North-West Company, failure of crops, insufScient 
store supplies, freshets of the river, rav^eia of insects 
and of disease, — and form tbs nuoleusof a flourishing 
settlement, which now numbers 10,000 souls, including 
Christianized Indiana and Canadian half-breeds. 

The Hudson's Bay and North- West Companies were 
Q,malgamated in 18S1, and a parliamentary licence of 
BicIusivB trade in tha vast regions between the At- 
lantic Ocean and the Rocky Mountains, north of CnuaiU 
and the 49th parallel of north latitude, was granted 

This licence was renewed in 
i, and the date of its expiration was 1859. A large 
toiortion of tho Canadiana sought to prevent the re-

On. the 24th of the same month the f rat sod of tha 
Georgian Bay Canal was turned, near Toronto j na 
undertaking which, unfortunately, has not since &d< 
vanced beyond that point. During this summer a 
daring French acrobat, named Blondin, attracted im- 
mense crowds to Niagara Falls to witness the feat ol 
crossing the chasm below the Palis on a rope ; nhilo 
an aerooaut, named Steiner, crossed Lake Ontario from 
Toronto to Oswego in a balloon, nearly 140 miles, in 
four hours. In September Sir Edmund Head left 
Toronto for Quebec, and on the SCth of the Riins 
month his only son, Mr. John Head, a youth of great 
promise, was drowned while bathing in the river SL 
Maurice, between Montreal and Quebec. Much eym- 
pathy for the Governor was manifested on tMs 
oooaaiou.

On the 
26th of November, Sir J. B. Macaulay, ei- Chief- Justice 
of Common Fleas, died at the age of aiity-aii. Oa 
December 12th, freight-trains commenced to cross the 
Yictcria Bridge at Montreal, and on the 19th of the 
sanio month it was opened tor general traffic. Trado 
and 'commerce hod continued to improve since tho 
criais of 1357, and the ctutoms-dutiea of lb59 eiceeded 
those of 1858 by about 1,000,000 dollars. 

XrV,— On the 20th of Fabruarj 1860," the Canadian 
mail-steamer Hungarian, from Liverpool to Fortlani 
was totally lost off Cape Sahia, with all souls on b 
This dreadful event, foUowingso cloaely on other 
wrecks of vessels of the same line, did much to sliE 
public confidence in the safety of that route, 
that time, however, more careful management has 
stored the Canadian line to public favour.

XV. — The propoaed visit of tlie Prince of Wales to 
Britisli America bad been for months previously on 
engrossing topic, and extensive preparations were made 
all over the oountiy to give tim a, fitting welcome. Ho 
sailed from Fljmoutli in the ffero war-steamer, with a 
fleet of war-VBHsela as escort, on the 10th of Jul; ; 
reached St John's, Newfoundland, on the 23d, and 
Halifax on the 30th of the some month. At both porta' 
ho was received with the utmoat demonstrations of 
loyalty. Leaving the fleet at Halifax, he crossed to. 
St John's, New Brunswick, on the 2d of August,', 
viaitod Fredericton on the 4th, and reached Charlotte- 
town, Prince Edward laland, on the 10th. AgMn 
taking ship, he sailed up the St. Lawrence to Quebec, 
irbich he reached on the 18th, and wberelo^alciddress^'; 
were presented bj both Honsaa of Parliament^ and thel 
speakers were knighted hy the Prince. On the 36th 
he reached Montreal, where he formally opened Vic- 
toria Bridge, and on the 3Ist arrived at Ottawa. Eere,i 
on September Ist, he laid the foundatjon-atone of the' 
new Parliament Buildings. Leaving Ottawa on the 3il 
September, he visited Brookville, Kingston, Bellevill^ 
and Oobourg, and arrived in Toronto on the 6th. Hero 
hia reception was magnificent, even beyond those of 
the larger cities of the Lower Province. Triumphal 
arches spanning the landicg-place and principal streets, 
SIuminationB and displays of fireworks at night, balla 
and levees, were a few of the methods in whicli th» 
capital of Upper Canada demonstrated its loyalty to 
the Queea, and hearty welcome to the Prince. Aft» 
a Sjing trip by Northern RaW^ay \o '5euv^^'^«;g,te 
finaZ/jr leit Toronto for the -west on. ftie VX'Oo.Sw^asI

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Falls, he crossed the Detroit Siver, and firat set foot on 
republican soil at Detroit. Making an eitenaiTe tour 
west and south by Cbioogo and St Louis, he returned 
eastward by Ci&eiunati, Pibtabui^, £altlraore, aud 
Washington, which latter plaos he reached on the 3d 
of October, and was cordially received by President 
Buchanan. He aCtei-warda visited Biohmond, Philadel- 
phia, New York, and Boston, in all ol which places the 
unprecedented spectacle of the heir-apparent to the 
fiiitish throne drew vast crowds, He finally sailed irom 
~ land for Eoglaud on the 20th of October, after a 
il progress such aa was not before witnessed in the 

'estom Uemisphero. 

XVI, — For the nest four years the attention not only 
of Canada, but of the whole civilised woriil, was ro 
tngrossed with the momentous occurrencoa of the 
ierrible oiyil war in the neighbouring Hepublic, that 
our colonial aSaira during thia period were dwarfed 
rato insignificanoe, and do not require to be treated at 
any length. Of the war itself it may be well brialiy to 
refer to some of the chief incidenta, seeing that the 
close proximity of Canada and tho United States 
caused the former not only to take a deep interest in 
theee events, but also to be more or less directly im- 
|ilicated in some of them. The election of Abraham 
Lincoln to the Presidency, and the consequent accession 
fif the Republican or Anti-Slavery party to power, was 
ihe immediate cause of the secession of the Southern 
Sl*ve StatoH, the lead in which -was taken 'hijr South 
i:'urolina on the 20th of December 1860, Her ciample 
Wflfl followed in quick succession by Mississippi, Florida, 
Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana., and Ttiaa-, Kni. wi.'*!!

XVII.— On the ICthof May, the Queen had proclaime 
the neutrality of Great Britain between the oonfliotin 
parties ; a neutrality which was strictly maintained b 
tbe British Government throughout the war, though ii 
dividual subjecte could not be prevented from espouain 
either cause at their own riak. The coasts of the Cot 
federate States were now blockaded by the Norther 
fleet, but not so efficiently but that hlockade-runnin 
soon became quite a business with some British sbi] 
owners, causing much angry feeling between the natiom 
On the 8th of November, two Confederate envoys t 
Europe, SlesarB. Mason and Slidell, were forcibly t«ke 
from tbe British mail-steamer Trent by Commodot 
Williea of the American war-steamer San Jacinto. A 
this abduction took place, not in American waten, bi 
on the open sea, tbe act was quite unjustifiable] im 
waa highly resented by the British Qovemment an 
nation, and hostilities seomcd ine-ji^aloXo. QiiwS. -^i 
farations were made bolt in "Buteia a.-nl ^wiy "Sw 
ifiJnericaa Cobnies in anticipatwn cA s\nii. an «^ 
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'rooiia were hurried ofi' to Canada, tha fleet on the 
lifax sUtioii was strcngtbcnud, gua-boats were sent 
lip the St Lawrence to guard the lakea, aud the 
Canadian Volunteers were called out. Fgrtunatoly tbe 
American Oovemment saw fit, after some delay, to dis- 
own tbe seizure, and surrender Mason and Slidell. 

XVnt.— Of Canadinn nfl'aira, there ia little to record 
for 1861. The Provincial Parliament met in Quebec 
the ]Gth of March, and was prorogued on the 18th 
of May. In Juno the Synods of the two bodies known 
respectively as the Free and Uoited Preabyteriau 
Churches met in Montreal, and by the nearly unani- 
mous vote of both Synods, united, forming one body, 
now known aa the Canada Presbyterian Church. On 
the 30tb of March, the long-misaiiig body of J. S. 
Hogan, M.P., was found ia the river Don, bearing evi- 
dent marks of foul play; and sliortly afterwards, oae 
several suspected parties having become "Queen's 
idenoe," tbe murderer was convicted and hung. On 
2Sth of August died William Lyon Mackenzie, 
ehiefly noted as leader of ths Upper Canadian Rebel- 
lion of 1837-38, but who, whatever his political faults 
might bo, was emphatically an honest man, and a well- 
wisher of Lis adopted country. Sir Etlmund IleaJ 
havinj; resigned tbe Governor-Generalship, th« Home 
Government appointed Lord Monck aa hia successor ; 
and the latter arrived at Quebea on the 23d of October, 
and was formally sworn into ofRco on the SSth of 
November. Sir Edmund Uead bad proved aii unpopular 
Governor, owing probably to a want of that oonoiliatory 
manner which goes so far to cover other defects. Yet 
LB was a man of no mean taleuta ■, b.\iiJ. ct^u vi "Scawa 
ifitten tor which he was moat b\a.\Q.e&.,''aa &.ti>^'^;»»» J 
" trom conscientious motvvea.

XTX. — t" 1862 the American Civil War continued 
with increased virulence, and with varied results. The 
chief Buccesaes of the North wero the taking of Fort 
Douelson by Grant in February, aad o£ New Orleans 
bytliefleetunderFarragutin April. The bloody battle 
of Antietaia between the Federals under M'Clellan, 
and the Confederates under Lee, was not of bo deciBivo 
a character as materinJly to influence the result of the 
campaign. The chief Southern a 
feat of the Federal army under M'Clellan before Riohr 
mond, that of Pope fay Jackson at Manaaaas (called the 
eecood battle of Bull Run,) and that of Eurnside at 
Fredericksburg. Upon the whole, while the North 
gained considerable territory this year, the prestige 
remained with the Southern armies. 

XX.— On the E3d of May 1862, the Cartier-J. A. 
Macdonald Ministry resigned, after holding office almost 
mthout intemiisBioD, and with only slight changes ii 
its meiaberB, for nearly eight yeai-s. It was succeeded 
by the Sandfield Macdonald -Bicotte Ministry, thus 
throwing the reins of Government, so long held by 
the Conservatives, once more into the hands of lie 
Liberal party. The cotton famine now began to b« 
severely felt in England, especially in Lancashire and 
Yorkshire, throwing operatives out of work by tens of 
thousands, and causing previously unheard-of misery 
in thousanda of almost famisMug families. Large Bub- 
scrlptions to mitigate these sufferings were raised in 
England and the Colonies, and Canada was not behind 
with its eiare in the good worV. .kniaii^ eminent

XXI,— la 1863 the American War was carried on 
with increased vigour on the part of the North, and the 
Confederacy began to show aymptoma of being worn 
out ia the gigantic etruggle. The chief events of the 
yenr were the battle of Chancellors ville, which the Con- 
federate army won at the expense of the life of the 
brave General Jackson, the siege and capture of Vicka- 
burg by the Northern army under Grant, and the 
bloody and dociaivo battlo of Gettysburg, in which the 
Confederate army under Lee waa totally defeated by 
the Federal army under Meade. This year was also 
signalized by the proclamation of President Lincoln 
declaring slavery for ever aboliated in all the rebeUioua 
States. The Confederate privateer Alabama, which 
1 been built in England, though ostenaibly for 
Pbther purpose, committed great ravages among 
L shipping, whioh gave rise to those claims for 
ttiagea still pending between the Enghsh and Ameri- 
n Governments. In Canada the Macdonald-Dorion 
(vemment (M. Dorion had succeeded M. Sicotte) was 
(bated in Parliament, and an appeal made to the 
Rintry by a dissolution of the House and a new olec- 
m, by which the Ministry obtained the support of a 
mall majority. In thia year (1863) gold waa discovered 
jl the Cbaudiere river, in Lower Canada, and great es- 
otationa thereby eioited, which have never been 
Bed. Another terrible disaster happened to the 
line of ocean steamers by the loss of the 
wlo-Saxon, with upwards of 200 of the passengers

XXII. — The Proviocial Parliament met on the 10th 
I'ebruary 181)4^ and on the S9th March the Macdonald- 
Govacnment resigned of&oe. Sir £. P. Taoh6 
undertook the formation of a new Cabinet, wliicb had 
existed little more than two laontlis whea it was do* 
fcntcd on the 14th of June. It was now evident that 
Tieither of the two great political parties of the Fro- 
could command a sufficient majority in the House 
for the efBcient government of the country. The 
Uiniatry tlierefore made propositions to Mr. Brown, 
leader of the Opposition, that in order to devise means 
jiermanently to get rid of sectional difficulties, a coali- 
tion Government should be formed, of which Mr, Brown 
and two of his political associates should form the 
Iteform element. The proposal was, after due dehbera,- 
tion, accepted ; and on the 30th of June the Coalition 
Cubiuet w&s conatitutcd, of which the principal mem- 
bers were Messrs, Cartier, Brown, J. A. Maodonold, 
SI'Dougall, and Gait, A committee on constit'utional 
difficulties had beeu moved for by Mr. Brown, and 
appointed on the 14th of March ; and now that both 
parties bad united to form a strong Government, it was 
not long before a scheme was presented to the House 
with the view of for ever settling them. This scheme 
o other than that of the Eefonu Convention of 
recommending a Federal in place of the exjstmg 
Legislative imion of the Provinces. It now, however, 
lontetaphted estending the federation to the maritime 
'Viitces — Noi'a Scotia, TSew "BTMua-wVcV, ?t\n 
Island, and NewfoundlanA — aa -saW, ^t 
Colouiea were wiUiuglo caal in 'tVw ^V 
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OaDadaa. Fortuoately, at this very limo these Colonies 
were entertaining propositions for a union among them- 
solves ; and when their Uelcgatca met at Charlottotown 
in September, they were joined by a deputation of the 
Canadian Miaistryto advocate the larger confederation.

XXT.— Meantime the American civil war had come 
to an end. Sherman's yictorioua army, after taking 
the city of Savannah, resumed ita devaatating march 
northward through the Atlantic States, carrying every- 
thing before it. On the 2d of April, Lee evacuated 
Eichmond, after a dreadful three days' battle, with 
sickening slaughter ; and, on the 0th of the Bame month, 
lie surrendered the remains of his army to Graut. On 
iJie 14th of Apri], President Lincoln fell by the hand of 
an assassin, who speedily met an asaassin's doom. On 
the S6tb, Johnstone surrendered to Sherman ; on the 
10th of May, President Davis was captured by Fedeial 
BOTftlry, and placed iu close confinement in Fortress 
Monroe ; and on the 26th of the same month, Kirby 
Smith surrendered with the trans-MiBBiBsippi Oocfede- 
nte army. Thus was ended a civil war of greater 
magnitude than the world probably ever before wit- 
nessed, aud which had, during its four yeara' duration, 
cost hundreds of thousands of liyea in the field or 
hospitals, with untold misery to milliona, 

5XVI.— It was in 1865 that the Fenian society first 
atlraoted much of the public notice. Where or when 
it was first instituted, whether in Ireland or the United 
States, does not seem to be positively known. Its 
declared object is, however, the independence of Ireland, 
and the overthrowof the British empire.

Our volunteers did not know the strength of 
the enemy, of which very e::aggerated statementa had 
been made, yet they boldly assumed the offensive, and 
succeeded in driving the Fenians back for nearly a mile. 
Here a false alarm of a charge of cavalry, and a futilo 
attempt to form square, threw our forces into confusion, 
ivhicb ended in a panic and a retreat, which did not 
cease until they aga.in reached Fort Colborne. In this 
nnfortunate aSiiir, known as the battle of Bidgeway, our 
losB in killed and wounded was about fot-ty, while that 
of the Feniana was at least as great. The latter were 
not, however, in a poaition to pursue their temporary 
ftdvantage, and almost immediately fell back on Fort 
Erie, whiob they finally evacuated the next morning on 
finding themselves surrounded by our regular and volun- 
teer forces, and recrossed the river, crestfallen, and 
with numbers greatly diminished by killed, wounded,

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warmer reception than they got on the Niagara frontier, 
and the threatened invasion was, if possible, a etill 
greater failure. With no natural bounclarj between 
the countries in that locality, it required no gi 
hardihood to croas the lino and rub farm-houses, when 
they could, at the shghtest alana, recross the border, 
acid bo secure from pursuit. A motley host did indeed 
Tonture a short diatanoe into Canada, but it did oot 
wait for a sight ovoa of the British troops ; and being 
without discipline or cobcniou of any kind, speedily 
straggled back again. For some weeks after tbis feints 
were made at different pointa of the frontier, and the 
Canadian GoTemment and volunteers kept upon the 
alert ; but the American Executive at last took a propoi 
view of its duty, and their arms being seized, the bo- 
colled Fenian liberating army melted away. Thus en 
the Fenian War in Canada, which, howover contempt- 
ible in its results, had coat several valuable lives, rouoh 
anxiety, and much expense to the Province. 

XXIX. — The Provincial Parliament met on the 8th of 
June, being its first session in the new and msgni- 
oent buildings erected for the purpose at Ottawa. '~' 
first busineas was the suspension of the Habeas Oorpus 
Act, to enable the Glovemment to arreGt and keep hi 
conflnement any srispicioua characters while the Fenian 
CKcitement lasted. About this time, the QovOTIlOP- 
General, Lord Monck, was created a British Peer, hia 
previous title being an Irish one, which did not give » 
seat in the House of Lords. In July, the Atlantio 
Telegraph Cable was finally and successfully laid, and 
almost the first message transmitted was the pro- 
IJminai-iea of peace between Prussia and Austria, who 
iutd juat been engaged in a atort 'W^i 'VJwQi'j ■ami d«- 
"' ' campaign, resulting in tho leic^t ol 'Oa&'^fliira 
In aeptember, the "Bo-nt o^ XS-^^t CKawl 
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fttiled, nhicb, as it woaone of tbo oldest of our baokiug 
Jastitutions, and its notes had a large circulatioE 
throughout the countrj', created for a time something 
like a finaaoial panic. The other banks, hovever.atood 
Sno, and tho losa to the public has not proved to he ao 
great as waa at first feared. On the Slat Septombori 
after on ezcitiug conteat, Archdeacon Bethune 'was 
elected coadjutor-bishop and eucceasor to Bishop 
Btrachan, of Toronto, whoae extreme old age rendered 
it necessarj. On the 14th of October, a moat disaa- 
troua fire occurred in Quebec, resulting in the destruc- 
tion of 2500 houses, aereral lives, and propertj eati- 
njftted at tho value of 3,000,000 dollars. This month, 
bIbd, the Fenians taken at Fort Erie, were tried at 
Toronto, several of them convicted and sentenced to 
be hung, and the remainder convejed to the United 
BtatMi, well content to hava got off ao easily. The een- 
tenees of those convicted were afterwards commuted 
to impriaonment for life. Meantime the Confederation 
Boheme oontiniied to be the topic of discussion in all 
the Provinces iiitereated. New Bi'unawiuk, at first 
aeemingly averse to the union, at the June electioiis 
returned a large majority in favour of it ; but in Nova 
Bootia, which at first was strongly in ita favour, a large 
parly, led by Mr Howe, now agitated the country 
against it, even sending delegates to England to combat 
those aent by the Provincial Governments in its favour- 
AU opposition, however, was in vain ; and a measure 
was at laat passed ta the Imperial Parliament, fixing 
the confederation of the Provinces to take place on the 
lat of July 1867.

The local Parliaments for Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick continue to be chosen and to act, subject to 
the provisions of the Act of Union, as they were acoua- 
tomed to do previously ; while the acts of all the four 
local legislatures are subject to review and reversal by 
the Oovenior-Oeneral in Council, as the federal acts 
are by the Queen.

Absolute free trade esists between the Confederate 
Provincea, and the Oustoma and Esciee Laws are regu- 
lated by tho Dominion Parhanient. 

The Parliament and Oovernnient of Canada regulate 
all intercourse of the Domicion with Britain and with 
foreign counti'ies ; and all the acts of the Federal 
Legiskttu'o are published in English and French.
